Millage Vote Forced by Bursley Bill 


With the passing of the current school aid bill in August of 
1973. the handwriting was on the wall for many low millage 
districts in northern Michigan. The bill, called the Bursley Bill 
because it was introduced by Senator Gilbert Bursley, requires 
Gistricts to levy 22 mills for operation to get full state aid this year 
and 25 mills to get full state aid next year (74-75), according to 
Fraser Dean, Superintendent of Schools. 

The rational behind the Burstey Bill is that since the average 
district in Michigan levys over 26 mills for operation, a district 
levying far below that average wasn't carrying its share of the 
burden. 

To ease the shock a little to the low millage districts the bill 
included a provision that gave them % ol the last state aid for 
73-74, and ‘3 for 74-75, Dean stated. 

Faced with declining revenues and escalating costs 
particularly in transportation and heating fuel the district is again 
forced to go to ihe voters for additional operating millage this time: 
for 1 and one half mills for 2 two-year period. 

With the inception of the Bursley Bill the Crawford AuSable 
School Board decided to limit their requests for additiona! 
Operating funds to the extent they are able to drop their millage tor 
debt retirement. This year they are able to drop the debt zetirement 
alee from 4.7 mills to 3.2 mills for the 74-75 school year, Dean 
said.

far goes for law and its entorce- 
ment—sheriffs, prosecutors and 


courts. Of the three, courts 
prohably have grown the fastest 


and the furthest when measured by 
how far the local taxpayers’ dollars 
can be stretched. 

The Kavanagh plan would pro- 
vide that the state would finance 
courts. Court employees would be 
state employees; witness fees, 
jury fees, equipment, attorney fees 
for indigents, and all the rest 
would come from the state treas- 
ury. 

in turn, income from the district 
court which presently goes into 
county treasuries, partly to help 
pay for the court in the first place, 
would go to the state instead. At 
present, court costs go to the 
county, while fines generally go for 
local library purposes under a 
somewhat strange mixture of 
crime and culture. 

In most versions of the statewide 
court plan, the state also would 
pay rent to counties for use of 
court facilities; by the same token, 
the state we assume would de- 
mand that court facilities meet 
certain minimum standards—stan- 
dards which generally would be 
above those now provided in many 
areas. 

{n most counties, the costs of 
providing district courts exceed 
the income the county derives from _ 
running the court, so there would 
be an immediate apparent net 
saving to the county taxpayers. 

This would not be a genuine 
saving, however, because the tax- 
payer who coughs up the bounty to 
run county governments—which 
would be paying less for justice— 
is the same taxpayer who coughs 
up tho dough to run the state; 


-which would rbe picking up the tab. 


In addition, there’s the ruboff 
factor. District court employees: 
would be state employees, al- 
though they'd be working side-by- 
side and in the same buildings 
with county employees. Generally 
state employees receive higher pay 
and better fringes than county 
employees; the ruboff in higher 
employee costs in most counties 
could be expected practically 
forthwith. 

The biggest drawbacks to the 
court plan appear to be in the loss 
of local control over yet another 
basic institution of gavernment; 
the moment some function goes to 
Lansing or Washington when it 
once was handled at the city hall or 
the courthouse, the more costly it 
becomes, and, most importantly, 
the more difficult it gets for the 
local citizen to control. That's a 
real disadvantage. 

With all the pros and cons, it 
appears to me at this time that the 
Kavanagh plan for district courts 
deserves a real chance.

Dear Editor, 

I have recently read a letter 
appareatly written by one or 
more of the present members of 
the Board of Trustees of 
Kirtland Community College - a 
letter in which these members 
are trying to defend their past 
record at the college against 
various “allegations” they claim 
have been made against them 
by “political” candidates, my- 
sell. among others. Huwever, 
I'm sorry to say that as I read 
through their letter I couldn't 
find any allegation (or even any 
answer to some supposed alle. 
gation) that is even remotely 
connected to the Very specific 
complaints that I have made 
against. the present Board 
members: that they have un- 


derstaffed “The college with ~ 


instructors but vastly overstaf- 
fed it with adusinistraturs, that 
they have spent far too little of 
their budget on actual instruc: 
tion and way toe much of our 
money on their own support 
staff, that they have foolishly 
wanicd large suis of toney Of 
a project which has had abso- 
lutely no educational value 
whatsoever, that they have 
consistently, and often arro- 
gantly, refused to even consider 
student and faculty needs, 
whenever they have become 
aware of them, and lastly, that 
they alone have been respon: 
sible for creating the present 
atmosphere at Kirtland, a state 
of such mistrust and dissatis- 
faction with what is going on at 
the college that even the most 
simple kind of co-operation 
between the students, the 
faculty and the administration 
has become just about impos- 
sible. These are the “alle- 
gations” that T have made, and 
frankly, | can find no mention of 
them in their letter. 

But IT suppose I shouldn't be 


too surprised because there are 
muny things the incumbents 
forgot to mention in their 
fetter. Here for instance, are 
some facts about the college 
that they must have known but 
which they neplected to Lell the 
voters: during the last two 
years while student enrollment 
at the college was consistently 
increasing, the size of the full- 
time faculty (which serves 
these students) was actually 
decreasing! In 197] there were 
20 full-time teachers at Kirt- 
land, but by 1974 (even with 
the addition of two new pro- 
grams, nursing and aviation 
maintenance} there were only 
17 full-time teachers. ‘The coi- 
lege has had, but now does not 
have fulltime instructors in 
Art. Physical Education, Police 
Science Electronies or Manu- 
facturing Processes, and for the 
past two years there has been 
only one full-time English 
teacher for the entire student 
body of over eight hundred 
students! Instead, the college 
has hired approximately 50 
part-time teachers {that's al- 
most three part-time teachers 
for every single full-time teach- 
er), and close to half of all 
instruction at the college is 
conducted by these Jess quali- 
fied part-time instructors. In 
1071, the ratie of students to 
full-time, fully qualified teach- 
ers was about 15 to 1, but over 
the last two years this ratio has 
disastrously declined unti} now 
there are over 30 students for 
each full-time faeulty member. 
It's no wonder that the college 
has not yel received national 
accreditation, and unless this 
situation is changed, we may 
never get it, 

And here is the saddest point 
T have to make: this sacrifice uf 
quality education is not dictated 
by economic necessity. The 
college has always had enough 
money in its budget to hire 
more full-time teachers, but the 
present Board of Trustees has 
chosen to spend that money on 
other, less important matters 
than our students’ education. 
For instance, during the same 
three years while the size of our 
faculty declined, the number of 
administrators at the college 
actually increased! The present 
Roard even added another 
member to this administration 
only a few weeks ago. Se, 
believe it or not, the college 
now employs one administrator 
Yor every two full-time faculty 
members. If we include all the 
secretaries serving those ad- 
ministrators, then the admini- 
strative staff of the college now 
outnumbers the full-time fac- 
ulty of the college! The business 
office alone has one Dean of 
Business, ane accountant, one 
bookkeeper, three full - time 
secretary/clerks and two more 
part-time secretaries. Interest- 
ingly enough, the only area of 


administration that has not 
heen overstaffed is Studeni 
Affairs. In facet, the most 


important of all administrative 
offices, the only one that really 
deals, first hand, with the 
students and their pre 
this office is dangerously un- 
derstaffed. For the last year. 
ihe cuilege has had no full-time 
student counselor at all, and in 
a recent “administrative re- 
organization,” the entire Dean 
of Students Office was abolish- 
ed, to he replaced by one 
“director” who must divide his 
or her time and energies 
between the students and com- 
munity affairs. And finally, 
while our facully is now the 
lowest paid in the state, the 
salaries given to each of these 
aUininisicators arc about aver. 
age for this state and have just 
been increased once again, To 
pul it bluntly, the present 
incumbents’ claim to “fiseal 
responsibility” seems to mean 
that they have spent-as little as 
possible on education and have 
wasted as much as possible on 
“overhead.” 

I'm sorry"to have taken 50 
much time and space, but 1 
think it’s important that your 
readers know these facts about 
Kirtland. After they think 
about them and discuss them 
with their friends, I. helieve 
that theyll agree with me that 
we need a change out at the 
college, and the bigger the 
better. Thank vou.

While it is not my intent to 
take issue with many of the 
statements made, it has sur- 
prised me that so little ¢com- 
ment has been made on the 
tremendous accomplishments 
and value to the community 
which have been achieved. 

Contrary to the allegations 
made, the only motivation for 
the creation of this college was 
to provide a college education 
for people, young and old, both 
on the academic and vocational 
levels, with an emphasis on the 
vocational needs of this area.

It is splendid that President 
Nixon has his own private priest to 
part the red sea of acrimony which. 
is floating the desks in the Oval 
Office. 

The Rev John McLaughlin, a 
Jesuit priest, is also a full-time 
presidential aide with an office in 
the White House.

To me, 
this was more important than 
showing up at 10 a.m. every 
Sunday to read a few verses and 
tell everyone coffee will be served 
in the fellowship hall following 
services. 

So [ can't back down now. 
Obviously, President Nixon feels 
he is the victim of a terrible 
injustice. Just as obviously, Father 
McLaughlin agrees with him. So 
no one should insist he act like a 
regular Jesuit, and get a job 
teaching theology and coaching 
basketball at St. Alfonse High 
School. 

Father McLaughlin feels he is 
needed in the White House to help 
the American people to understand 
swearing is wrong for little kids but 
healthy for Presidents. And ob- 
structing justice is a crime for your 
Uncle Harry but a patriotic duty for 
statesmen with law degrees. 

So be it. | might be tempted to 
join the cynics in wondering when 
Father McLaughlin hears con- 
fessions. But that would be 
wrong. Tt
